"r.  Chairman  and  Gontlomen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Warchan  .nd  Purbocl:  Rural  District  for  the  year 
1942.  Tho  Report  is  limited  to  essential  statistics  and  to  important 
changes  which  have  taken  place  during  tho  year. 

Tho  birth  rate  for  the  district,  20.6,  is  the  highest  for  some  years, 
the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Males  being  15.3.  The  death  rate 
for  the  district  11.3  is  almost  the  sane  as  that  for  England  and  Males. 

The  ho o.lth  of  tho  district  has  remained  satisfactory  and  there  was  no 
serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease.  With  the  exception  of  pneumonia 
tho  infectious  diseases  notification  rates  for  tho  district  wore  lower  than 
those  for  England  and  Wales. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  nude  under  the  Council’s  scheme  for  immunisation 
of  children  against  diphtheria.  At  the  end  of 'the- yoar  tho  percentage  of 
child'  population  under  5  years  of  ago  immunised  had  risen  from  16*9-  to  38. 8R, 
and  in  tho  ago  group  5  to  15  years  of  ago  from  45.2:'  to  62.2/ f  Tho  Council 
have  appealed  to  parents  through  the  press,  and  by  means  of  posters  and  leaflets 
to  tako  advantage  of  their  scheme  for  tho  freo  immunisation  of  thoir  children. 
Tho  Council’s  Publicity  Campaign,  together  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
Rational  Campaign,  should  result  in  a  narked  increase  in  tho  number  of  children 
immunised  in  tho  coming  yoar. 

Tho  number  of  cases  of  scabies  and  verminous  conditions  reported  during 
the  yoar  was  higher  than  in  peace-time  but  show  no  marked  increase  since  the 
previous  year. 

Sixteen  now  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  four  now  cases  of  nor.- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  wore  notified  during  tho  year.  There  wore  six  deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Tho  major  problems  in  the  district  which  require  solution  when  conditions 
again  become  normal  are,  housing,  water  supply,  and  sewerage  and  drainage. 

The  standard  of  housing  of  rum  l-'-workors  in  tho  district  is  low  and  thoro 
is  a  shortage  of  houses.  Before  ,.o  outbreak  of  war  tho  Council  were  ablo  to 
deal  with  only  the-  most  unfit  house  :  ui.dor  tho  Housing  Act,  1936,  by  moans  of 
demolition  orders  or  accepting  undertakings  by  tho  owners  that  tho  houses 
would  not  bo  ro-lot  for  human  habitation;  some  of  those  houses  aro  still 
occupied.  *  In  view  of  the  shortage  of  houses  and- the  period  which  must  blapso 
before  any  extensive  schemes  for  ro-housing  can  bo  undertaken,  it  is  jsontial 
that  every  house  in  the  district  should  bo  maintained  in  a  reasonable  state  of 
repair  and  further  deterioration  "in  condition  prevented. 

Water  supply  in  tho  district  is  principally  from  shallow  wells  .and  piped 
springs;  they  are  nearly  all  liable  to  surface  pollution  following  periods  of 
heavy  rainfall  and  are  inadequate  during  dry  seasons.  An  adequate  piped 
supply  of  pure  water  to  tho  villages  would  not  only  bo  a  great  contribution 
towards  the  general  health  of  tho  inhabitants  Tsut  would  bo  a  boon  to  tho  dairy- 
farmer. in  his  endeavour  to  produce  milk  of  a  satisfactory  standard  of 
bacteriological  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality. 

The-  problem  of  sewerage  and  drainage  in  tho  villages  was  already  acuto 
before  the  war,  the  difficulty  in  arranging  for  periodic  emptying  of  cesspools 
in  tho  district  since  the  outbreak  of  war  has  increased  the  nuisanco-  due  to 
overflow.  If  tho  Council’s  sc homos  for  water  supply  materialise  tho  need  for 
sewerage  and  drainage  in  the  villages  will  bo  more  than  over  evident.  In 
this  connection  it  is  .important,  whon  future  groups  of  council  houses  aro  being ^ 
oroctod,  that  consideration  should  bV'' given  to  siting  thorn  conveniently  noar 
to  a  villago  and  so  situate  that  they  car.  be  connected  with  a  soworage  system 
foi  tho  villago. 

I  -wish  to  thank  tho  members  of  the  Council  for  thoir  kindness  and 
consideration  during  the  year,  anH  tho  Canitary  Inspector  and  Othor  Officials 
of  tho  Council  for  thoir  corporation  in  tho  work  of  tho  Tublic  Health  and 
Sanitarv  Services.

Water  Supply. 


There  have  boon  no  alterations  to  the  sources  of  water  supply  to  the  area. 
The 'water  supply  in  the  district  is  mainly  fron  shallow  walls'  an;1  springs. 
Upton,  Lytchott  Minster  and  Sandford  districts  receive  water  from  the  Poole 
Corporation  Supply.  Swan ago  Urban  District  Council  supplies  tho  villages  of 
Corfu  Castle  and  Lang  ton  '  .atrayoro*.  Tho  villages  of  Stud  land,  West  Lulworth, 
East  Lulworth  and  Coonbo  Koyrios,  Winfrith,  Kinnoridgo,  Tyne  ham.  Church  Nnowlo, 
and  l  ings ton  have  privately  dtrnod  "Short  piped  supplies. 

The  Stud  land  Supply  is  collected  fron  hcathland  and  is  bacteriologically 
pure,  but  is  inadequate  in  dry  so as one •  The  'Most  Lulworth,  East  Lulworth 
Coonbo  Keynes  Supply  is  fron  a  spring  in  tho  chalk  formation;  this  supply  is 
chlorinated.  With  tho  exception  of  those  at  West  Lulworth  and  Studland  theso 
s hapt  pipej  supplies  from  springs...  led  into  collecting  pits  are  liable  to 
surface  pollution. during  periods  of  heavy  rain.  Whilst  there  is  no  ovi donee 
of  serious  pollut' on  they  arc  open  to  suspicion  and  must  be  regarded  as 
unsatisfactory;  these  supplies  are  inadequate  In  dry  seasons. 

Host  of-  the  wells  in  tho  district*  are  old  and  badly  protector!  against 
surface  pollution.  Tho  problem  of  an* -adequate  and- -safe  water  supply  for  all. 
parts  of  tho  district  has  boon  considered  by  tho  Council  and  a  consulting 
water  engineer  has  boon  engaged  to  survey  possible  sources  of  supply  and  to 
prepare  preliminary  plans  for  supplying  tho  various  areas  of  tho  district*

Drainage  and  Sewer ape . 

The  village  of  ’Tost  Lulworth  and  tho  Bestwall  Estate  ’  'arohan  St#  liar  tin 
are  tho  only  parts  of  tho  district  which  have,  a  main ewer ago  system.  The 
problem  of  overf  lower  cesspools  L  boon  accentuated  under  present  conditions 
owing  to’  the  difficulty  experience  by  owners  in  arranging  for  their  periodic 
.onp  tying* 

In  many  villages  the  sink  wastes -aro  disposed  by  running  then  into  a 
convenient  ditch  or  more  directly  into  a  neighbouring  stream;  this  practice 
is  most  rrarkc-d  in  the  ease  of  Corfo  Castlo:  and  'Tool. 

The  rood  for  proper  sewerage  and  drainage  systems  in  tho  villages  with 
piped' -water  ’supplies  is  already  evident,  but  with  tho  return  of  more  normal 
conditions,-  -and  if  tho  Council’s  scheme  for  improved  water  supply  materialise, 
tho  problem  will  become  acute. 

During  tho  year  a  now  sower  was  completed  to  take  tho  sowar, o  from  27 
houses  in  the  Bestwall  Estate  which  was  previously  drained  into  cesspools.
